Was raging in southern Ontario, Niagara

| them several years ago. 
| For months we have repeatediy car- 
‘Tied articles on smallpox because it was 
‘evident that the disease was to be un- 
| usually prevalent this winter. Since the 
smallpox season holds on until July 1 
there remains considerable time to re- 
peat these warnings. 

Many letters are being received ask~ 
ing us as to the efficacy of vaccination. 
|The charges of inefficiency made by the 
i various healing cults lined up in the anti- 
vaccination societies apparentiy are get- 
, ting more of a hearing than any of thelr 
‘other wild and woolly statements. 
| To begin with let us understand that 
/one successful vaccination does not guar- 
lifelong immunity to smallpox. 
There are some people who are made 
| immune for life, but no one is justified 
in assuming that he belongs in that 
group. 


Research indicates that the danger of 
Smallpox becomes fairly considerable 
five years after successful vaccination.

TRIBUNE COOK BOOK 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. @ 
‘Big Hominy Cookery. 


A near hull corn, or something excel.- 
lent to eat with milk alone; a vegetable 
to eat with pork and its many deriva- 
tives; a foundation for a pudding to be 
made exactly like a corn pudding of 
fresh ears of corn, and so forth, are 
services which cooked pearl or big 
hominy may render us with high ac- 
ceptability this winter weather. 

Pick over one cup of big hominy, 
‘wash it in several waters, cover it with 
eight cups of cold water, and put it 
over the fire, bring to boil slowly and 
simmer from five to eight hours. For 
recooking, it is all right to use it after 
three hours of simmering. 

One of the ways to recook it was ad- 
vocated about threg years ago by one 
of our artists, who had been down in 
Central America somewhere, or where 
the tortilla instead of being made inta 
a wafer-thin cake was baked more 
like a biscuit. This is his, recipe: 

“ Boil hominy in water until tender, 
having it rather dry. Salt to taste. 


Grind the cooked hominy in the food 


chopper, using the fine disk recom- 
mended for peanut butter. This will 
give a cooked corn dough. Make this 
dough into small cakes not more than 
an inch thick, and three inches diame- 
ter. As soon as molded, place in hot 
oven until slightly browned.” 

There are many other hominy 
breads, most with eggs, that are highly 
palatable, especially with meat gravy, 
but none quite so simple as this. In 
most casese we mix a little corn meal
